of opinion daily from all sources of public life including the 
major Political Parties, the W^rbarg letter in the N^Y. Times 
of recent date^, also the pinletter^ letter as vrell as exjCrOV. 
Lehman which have all expressed grave concern and idignation 
around Quemoy and Matsu. 

This has ha,d a great impact on the American 
people, but in our own state Sen. Ives has not received too 
much ma.il against this issue, so we are therefo3?_ urged to 
contact him. by mail or telegram and state our position as 
against the U.S. Policy around these two islands and urging 
him to protest the use of American troops in Chine£se waters. 

The State s.taff is going to issue a leaflet 
around these important letters by eminent Americans and around 
the Quemoy and Matsu islands, and also for the withdrayjal of 
American troops from the territorial wates off tlie China Coast. 
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The state Committee has also investigated the 
coming gubinatorial elections and in answer to many questions 
as to what candidate the Party v^ill support^ 

A Rockfeller if elected ifill only be a tool of 
the Imperialist and as such is against the Worker in all 
respects, while a Harriman with a good record in Albany^ 
and also as a riend of labor ^ the labor movement, the 
Negro people and many others is theref or_ a better man for 
all labor and the Negro people, has our main support.

The trial Committee elected by the County Committee 
met and heard the charges and evidence presented by the County 
Committee against Comrade Leo. 
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In substance the charges were as follovjs 

Comrade Leo actively participated in the National 
Conference of the Ultra Left -//-hich led to a separate organization 
whose aim is to disrupt and destroy the Party. His political 
time and energy have been pledged in building ah Anti-Party 
group . 

Comrade Leo^s action have been a violation of the 
decisions made by the State Committee and the County Committee 
in regard to factions & factionalism. This resolution quotes 
the Party Congtitution^ "All decisions of any club^ Committee 
or Convention are made by a majority vote after thorough 
discussions^, unless otherwise specified in this Constitution 
and all members are to abide by such decisions. Every 
officer and member shall have the right to express a dissenting 
opinion on any matter of Party Policy to which a decision has 
been made by a majority vote of the appropiate Party Committee 
or Convention; providing that such dissenting officer or 
member does not engage in factional or other activity which 
hinders or impedes the execution of such policy" (from Article 
6 Sec. 2). 

Leo's constant refusal to support the financial 
and organizational drives of the Party had for its purpose 
the obstruction of all- working class activity in the Party.

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"CLARA LUTZ raised a question as to all the sections 
that were absent and what provision would be made to guarantee 
that they rec eive the material o She proposed that all 
absentee sections be sent a letter informing them that their 
section functionaries were not present at the meeting and 
urging that theyelect other representatives if their present 
leadership was not prepared to attend functionaries meetings o 
This was agreed to by the bodyo 

"OSie next point was BEN DOBBS oh the 0 People ^s Worldo^ 
D0BBS stated that the opeople^s World^ has^ since its inception^ 
been in the forefront of struggles around the major issues 
facing the people of California o He traced the history of 
the PW from its inception and its first issue following the 
stopping of publication of the old ^Western Workero*^ 

"He then reviewed this week^^s issue of the People ^s 
Worlds and pointed out all th^ major articles in the issue o 

"Kie next main point was the character and definition 
of the ^ People ^s World o He said the PW has always been an 
organizer of the united fro>nt of California^ that the paper 
is a Marxist paper but is not a CosastoBist Party publicationp 
Its support is much broader and has always been broader than 
merely the Partyo Its main political line has been and con«> 
tiriues to be the fight for the anti«mon©poly coalitiono This 
political line makes the PW even more important todayo 

"DOiffiS tiien read the Stat® Convention resolution 
on the ^ People ^s World ^ ^lich has been recently re«mlmeographed 
for issuance to both the Northern California and Southern 
California Mstrict Party membership o (Copy attached) 

"He said one of the complicating f alitor s around finances 
for the ^people^^s World^ is the existence of the Southern 
California Committee for the ^ People ^s World S whose status 
and relationship to the PW has not been clearly understood by 
the Party membership o This committee is composed of both 
Party and non-party people o It has done^he said^ a phenomenal 
job in raising money for the papero In 1957^ through the 
efforts of the Southern California Committee^ some |l45^000 
was raised for the papero In 1958 already an amount in excess 
of $11^000 has been raised o 

"'Hie Southern California Committee has also carried 
on shop gate distribution of the paper to the amount of many 
thousands of copies o It has held a series of very successful 
mass affairs in support of the papero 
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"There are^ however^ two main problems confronting 
the paper at this points (1) Sie lack of organized continuing 
support from mass organisations in the community^ and (2) the 
fact that the CP^ due to its internal probletas^ has played a 
much less role in the recent period in mobilizing support for 
the paper, with the result that the paper again is in danger 
of going out of existence o 

"He proposed? 

"(l) That the Southern California Committee for the 
^ People os World « be built as the main mobilizing center for 
the paper o 

"(2) That there be built a continuing Party apparatus 
around the People^ s World 

"Firsti> that all sections elect Press Directors 
and all clubs elect Press Directors « 

" Second that there be held regular District 
Party meetings around the PW in order to btiild ,a press 
cadre in the Party o 

"He announced that^ as shown in the last District 
Council minutes^ the financial drive at this point is still 
$8,000 short of its goalo "Bie problem financially with the 
paper at the present time is that the major portion of the 
money raised up to this point in the drive has gone for the 
repayment of pressing debts which the paper had accummulatedj 
major among these are the loans that were made to sustain the 
paper until the drive got under wayo 

"(3) That additional support must be mobilized from 
the trade unions and from mass affairs o He urged that comrades 
in unions* emulate the example set by the ILWU in its public 
statement of support to the PW, and also t^t all clubs and 
sections give major support to the « People ^s World ^ bazaar «^ 
He urged that all comrades take copies of the check list drawn 
up by the PW bazaar committee and turn in as soon as possible 
lists of doriations for the bazaar o 

"On circulation, he said that there are presently 
7338 subscriptions by mail of the ^ People ^^s World, ^ of which 
55J^ are in Los Angeles o The paper in the recent period has 
had a very high renewal rateo In the Los Angeles area in the 
period between 1957 and the present month in 1958, Qnly 100 
renewals were listed to the paper o However, there has been 
a tremendous drop in non« subscription circulation p The major 
, portion of this has been a loss of 12Q0 copies that previously 
were made through bundle deliveries o 
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"He said there has been no sub-drive for new sub- 
scriptions for a period of two years* 

"Additional problems of circulation are those of 
racks in various areas and the problem of developing mass 
bundle subscriptions » He urged all clubs to check up on old 
bundle deliveries and to accept new quotas for bundle circu- 
lation. 

"Further^ in the question of circulation, he proposed 
a limited campaign to guarantee 6,000 additional circulation 
over the drive quota , He proposed a subscription quota drive 
of 1200 new readers^ to be obtained between October of I958 
and January of 1959 ^ ^«ith 700 of these to be obtained in Los 
Angeles o This would include 550 renewals. He proposed that 
each club and section assign one comrade to be responsible 
for renewals, and he -urged that full utilization of the premiums 
for renewals being offered by the PW be made in obtaining 
renewals and new subscriptions. He urged that each club 
accept a minimum goal of five new subscriptions or renewals 
during the period of October to January. 

"He tirged greater utilization of the paper around the 
election campaign, particularly in selective reading and 
mailing out clippings to groups who might be interested in 
one subject or another covered in the "People's World" as a 
means of introducing them to the paper, and that this be 
followed up by a visit to obtain the subscription, 

"For specific goals he proposed s (l) the fulfillment 
of the fund drive on time; (2) the beginning of a circulation 
drive; and (3} full support to the banquet and the bazaar. 

"In 1959 he proposed a prospective of a year-round 
drive for the P¥, beginning in February with a joint subscrip- 
tion and financial drive. 

"This completed the main report. He mentioned CHARLOTTA 
BASS and RUBE BOROUGHS as two members who are active in the . . . 
Southern California Committee for the » People «s World. « 

"Following the report, DOROTHX" HEALEY called for a 
motion on time for discussion. EML FREED moved that ten 
minutes be granted each speaker, ©lis was voted by the body. 

"AHITA ROSTODHA gave a glowing report of the value of 
the PW and stated that her ©lub was one of the few which still 
maintains bundle orders for the PW, She said that she sold 
five copies every &Jinday in her church. She said that the 
CP is mainly responsible for letting the PW down^, and she 
iirged that the comrades awake to their responsibility for 
maintaining the paper. 
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"REVA MJCHA stated she was critical of the PW because 
the policy of the PW on many ipajor issues is not clearly 
defined. For example, she said the election policy before 
the primaries and the attitude of the PW toward the House 
Un-American Activities Committee were not set forth. 

"LIL from San Diego stated that there is a great 
deal of confusion in her area about whether the PW is or is 
not a Party publication. She was critical of the PW because 
it had failed to take a forthright position around the 12-party 
- statement. 

"AARON COHEN urged that the Party organize discussions 
in the sections and clubs around both the content of the PW 
and how it can be better utilized. He ut?ged that organizational 
steps be taken within the Party to implement support for the PW. 
Specifically, he moved that a work shop be held for Party 
membership and functionaries around the questions of how best 
to utilize the PW. 

"HARRIET of Monterey Park stated that there were 29 
members in her club, but only 11 of the comrades participated 
at all in the fund drive around the paper. She was critical 
of the language, the fomat, and the content of the PW, and 
said she was speaking hot for herself alone but for her club 
membership . 

"SOPHIE SILVER said the SP is an organizer and unifer 
of the left forces in California and plays an invaluable role. 
She said we must begin to check up more carefully on the progress 
of the campaign and not allow it to fall short of its goal. 

"ROSE CHERNIN said that she wished to speak on the PW 
and mass organizations. She said the PW is the only channel 
available for expression for the left-led mass organizations; 
for example, she said the Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born, and she congratulated the PW on the fact that it was of 
extreme value as a unifier and organizer in this committee and 
its work. However, she was extremely critical of the invita- 
tions issued for the banquet because -they quoted from Judge 
MATHIAS and his compliments to BEN MARGOLIS. She stated this 
indicates a class orientation which is incorrect on the part 
of the staff of the PW, that surely it must be possible to 
get a better representative of civil rights than MATHIAS to 
publicize. 

"CYRIL BRIGGS stated that the PW publicizes affairs 
of interest to the left and progressive forces, but does not 
take a position. 
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"CLARA LUTZ stated that we cannot have a paper 
that is both an inner Party paper and a mass paper. However, 
the PW has done a tremendous ^ob and we should stop throwing 
rocks at it and begin to support the paper. She said it needs 
youth content, and she cited the fact that her home is filled 
with teenagers and she could use the paper to greater advantage 
if at least a section of it were given over to the needs and 
problems of the youth. 

"HELEN WHITLEY said the paper is doing an excellent 
Job and she felt very critical of all those people who had 
raised any objections to the content, line or format of the 
paper, and said it was very easy to get subscriptions, that 
her section (East Hollywood) had already gotten 17 subscriptions, 
and she urged the other sections to begin to move toward 
completion of the drive.

The ISP 
campaign was a big drain on the resources of the branch and 
NAACP work had to be neglected, Pianlly and not the least, 
the CP. has counterattacked the SWP influence in the NAACP 
Labor Committee. 

It seems that the CP. sent one of their negroes 
in to win the ponfidence of the SWP faction in the Labor 
Committee and this fellow whose name is Bob Campbell 
pretended to want to work with the comrades of the Brooklyn 
Branch on the idea of the Forum and the ISP ticket. He even 
went up to the SWP camp. But it appeared before long that 
he was only interested in spying and then exposing SWP 
polivcies and plains end leading an all-out attack on them 
at the Labor Committee.

A bold ar)proach 
is needed' in putting the Party forward. He advised 
that there is a need for labor and Negroes to break 
away and fom a third party. They m.ust arouse labor 
to take the lead in ou'^'^'ang the reactionaries in the 
Dem.ocratic Party, and break oiit of its isolationism 
and work actively in the Democratic Party 

Another unidentified male began the open 
discussion by oritiqi^ing the chaos wh^en certain 
Party people condemned ROCKEKJEITILER, and at the sam.e 
time said this condemnation was not a signg.1 to 
support HARRIMAN. While the damage x^ras done at the 
State Convention of the Democratic Party, the labor 
movement mu^t share the responsibilities for wte t 
happened in NY. W^iat we want to know is what we are

A discussion took place on tlrjie BEN PAVIS campaign 
and the result was that the members were to get signatures 
for BEN DAins^ and after those were received nothing was 
done about it. 

An unknovjn fer-^le advised that she disagrees 
with MIKE (DAvIDOW), r:xn& •^r the next 2 years would 
show a struggle in the labor movement. We have not 
voted for a Democrat4.p candidate fop many, many years. 
In Petroit, they cannot select candidates without 
consulting labor. ¥e should tvirn the attention of the 
labor movement into the Democratic Party to clear out 
the Tammany, 
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An unknown male advised that "The Worker" 
editorial is not only a follow up, hut is also an 
analysis of our pwn labor and the Negro aspects. 
There ere X5 20 quotes from ail over the country, 
which are of interest to us, so this issue of "<rhe 
Worker^*' will be of great value for further discussions. 

There have been many coinments throughout the 
world that are more emphatic in estimating the importance 
of the election results. 

The Matsu-Quemoy situation contributed greatly 
to the Democratic victory •

An unknown male advised th^t our job is great 
and lies ^head^ Wo must keep the trade unions going , 
and keep things as they are. 

An wikAQwn ma^e advised that x^re have made 
some errors here, ih NY, with respept to the Independent 
Socialist Party, We played into the hands of the 
Trotskyites.' 

Ai\ unknown male advised that we should take 
California,, for instance, as th^y have a very sim.ilar 
problem. The leadership in California fought the 
Trotskyites on the basis tha,t we need ^ socialist 
minded left party to which we would advocate independent 
political action and a legisla^tive program, and try to 
infUse into the labor program a spirit fo±' greater 
vigor but not a knew socialist party.

The New Jersey Case 

The National Appeals Committee again discussed the case 
involving the expelled members in Essex County, New Jersey. 

PAT TOOHEY and LEW MOROZE stated tha.t the New Jersey 
District Board rejected the National Appeals Committee's decision 
in the New Jersey case^ The reason for this was that it was 
learned' that even while thie expelled group met with the Ad Hoc 
Committee of the National Appeals Coinmittee, they were makirig 
plans to issue a political leaflet in^the name of the Communist 
Party without discussion of this matter with the Party* leadership 
and without the permission of the New Jersey District leadership. 
A copy of this leaflet was made a part. of the National Appeals' 
Committee's record in this case. 

TOOHEY and MOROZE further stated that the expelled 
group rented radio time in the name of the Communist Party during* 
the campaign prior tb the November elections* They did not notify 
the leadership of tHe New Jersey District that they were going* to 
do this* Further, they supported an 81=^»year«old Negress for a 
legislative office and persuaded a. white woman to spe4k on the 
radio on two occasions representing herself as the Negro candidate.

The purpose of this meeting was to discuss the ART VOSEL 
caseo BILL ALBERTSON stated that everyone who was involved in 
the exp^lsi<S)n of VOGEL from the Communist /P'arty are now out of 
t&e: Communist Party except one person « • ALBERTSON ^ referred to 
this person as "JOE'% and said that he is Secretary of the Trans« 
port gs^onp in' the New York Dist4?ict of the pommunist Party - USA^ 
ALBERTSON also said that "JOE" recent JLy suffered a heart attack o 

ALBERTSON agreed to give "JOE's" name and address to 

TOM NABRIEDo NABRIED will get the facts surrounding the expulsion 
of ^V©0EL from "JOE" .and the National Appeals Committee will then 
discuss this case. 

BEN DOBBS stated that VOGEL is njpw active in the Com« 
munist Party in Southern California • DOBBS'-ms requested to 'put ' 
his facts concerning VOGEL into writing so that they* can be ta&en 
into consideration by the ^National Appeals Committee • 

On: December 8, 1958, BEN DOBBS submitted the following - 
handwritten . comments concerning VOGEL to the National Appeals Com- 
mittee;

"I spoke to Comrade Albert son of NY District office 
in Feliruary 1958 He told me he knew nothing of the 
caseo' I told him in essence what I had been told. 

"I saw Vogel again prior to my coming to the June 
^aeeting of the NvCo I told him we owed it to Sout:jtL» 
Brn Calif District as well as to his rights as a 
member to clear this up and to address a formal cpm« 
munication to the National Appeals Committee « which 
he has done and is now in your possession « 

"He is attending meetings and according to some of 
the members is playing a very constructive role* He 
has joined an organization in the coimaunity and is 
active in ito He was unemployed for a long time but 
I believe he is working now."

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There have been a series of meetings as reflecte.d 
in the JOSEPH NORTH meeting and the meeting for GEORGE MORRIS 
which was attended by 300 people. There is something that re- 
quires organization for people to respond to, there is a base 
for activity. 

There is a certain amoiont of activity by the 
clubs and groups that has had some impact on the housing fight 
there • This is the big crusade exposing the scandalous housing 
situation, the one that the New York "Post" placed itself at 
head* BEN DAVIS and others have testified at hearings on this 
matter* 

Then they (the Party) are active in the trade 
unions* It is hard to measure the effects but it retains an 
organization and is substantially in the garment^, transport 
and electrical unions* 

He was asked if they were in the IITE and said, 
yes* When asked if they didn't have to be very careful* JACK- 
SON agreed. He said that when some of the Locals merged with 
ITJE they retained rather considerable independence of policy, 
at least ;in terms of attitudes toward their leadership* The 
rank and file and lower leadership were not purged like the top 
leaders* They are also in District 6^ of the Distributive Union 
and in railroads* 

In response to question of whether there was new 
blood JACKSON replied that there were some new ones but in 
the main they are the old ones* The youngest group is in rail- 
roads* A goodly number of Labor Youth League members have come 
into the Party and are organized in Youth Clubs* These are young 
adults in their 20s* 

JACKSON continued that they are still getting out 
the paper and "Political Affairs"* They are having very many 
meetings of the various committees 5, among them the Program Com- 
mittee which is directing a lot of good study on a number of 
problems in the economic and Negro fields* They also direct 
study in the direction of the ai^a of political evaluation and 
approach to effective political action in relation to the 2 
party system toward firming up the anti-monoply coalition and 
how to proceed on its enfoldment* 

During the election caiK^paign, the BEN DAVIS 
campaign in Harlem was the occasion for quite a job of building 
community relations in bringing forward the voice and face of a 
communist. 
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Y6uth Matters 

JACKSON stated that a Progressive Youth Movement 
is starting across the country. This activity was started by 
Youth March on Washington. 

His daughter is one of a group of 36 of her age 
who are going through a series of lectures on the great books 
at the Jefferson School. They have discussions and organize 
thelv social activities together. Such groups are duplicated 
several times in New York. There is also a gj?oup formed around 
CARL WIlJTER's daughter in Detroit. There are two groups in 
Chicago and quite a number of groups on the West Coast. Some- 
time in 19^9 a national Conference of Youth will be held to set 
up some sort of Marxist Youth Organization, Care will be taken 
to see that it is a legal organization as much as possible. It 
will have the content of a Leninist Youth Organization but the 
word communist may or should not appear in the title. 

Two things are developingj -foat there is a broad 
youth organization tendency developing is shown by the 10,000 
who participated in the Youth March on Washington on the de-^ 
segregration issue.. This was not 'a communist but a progressive 
group ♦ Young people are playing a part in the committee for 
a S'ane Nuclear Policy as shoxra by the March on the UN. 

The two main issues that have stimulated youth 
are Negro rights and peace. In the March on Washington several 
thousand young people were stimulated In a crusade for an issue. 
What was .mi,s:slng was the GIL GREENs, the HENRY WINSTONs etc. of 
a corps of lyoung people who understood the relationship between 
the initial action on obvious issues and the long term challenges 
to change the world. Both of these developments are in the 
immediate future for this country too. 

National Policy of CP (Negro Question) 

JACKSON said that at the last National Committee 
meeting on the theory of the Negro Question in the US, the 
doctrine has been changed from the former policy which has been 
held for 30 years. It is quite a momentous thing. D02EY 
WILKERSON made the difference . 

Press Release 

JACKSON was in W)G to testify before Senator 
JAMES 0. EASTLAND'S Committee on passport matters. He wanted 
to have someone type a stencil for him. It was arranged that 
LILLIAN CLOTT would type the stencil on Sunday (12/lli/^8) in 
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the office of the International Longshoreman Workers Union and 
run off the copies in the office of the United Electrical Radio 
and Machine Workers of -America CUE) office* There was no charge 
for supplies or labor* This information came from WF 1063-S'n' 
on 12/13/58 • 

JACKSON then read his statement and/or press 

release: 

On June 29th, 191+5 ^ was in the Burma jungle on 
picket guard duty against, infiltrating enemy patrols* I'^ was a 
soldier in a segregated battalion 5^000 miles from home in the 
service of my country^ On June 29th, 191+5 EASTLAHD was in the 

Semte filibustering against the passage of FEPC bill* In 

the course of his speech that day, BASTLAIJD, spitting on the 
corpses of my kinsmen and comrades who died that day on Jtiajjy #fi^r'* 
flung battlefields around the world uttered that "the Negro 
soldier was an utter and abisimal failure in combat, he has dis- 
graced the flag of -his country^ He will not fight, he will not - 
work* " 

This same JAMES 0. EASTLAMD, this \anblushing standard 
bearer for white supremacy, this arch campaigner for the un- 
restricted rights of white men to deny all rights to Negroes has 
caused a US Marshal to serve me with a subpoena to appear before 
him this day for the purpose of slandering me as a subversive 
and challenging my loyality to my country ♦ If EASTLAND was really 
interested in the solution of the problem of subversion he would 
look, into the White Citizens Councils* But he can not for he is 
a major part of this problem. 

Once again JAMES 0* EASTLAND of Mississippi uses 
his high office and. the taxpayers « money to chop at the tree of 
the peoples^ hard won liberties ♦ Continuing his all out racist 
assault on the elementary hviman and civil rights of the Negro 
people'while unrelentingly dogging^ the steps of the foreign born 
and clawing at the throat of the- labor movement he keeps up the 
defamation campaign against the Suprej:ue Court. All this is part 
of his crusade to emasculate the Constitution, to organize defiance 
of and the nullification of the Bill of Rights and the ll^th 
Amendment ♦ Now EASTLAND opens yet another front against the 
authority of the Supreme Court in upholding the cpnstitutional 
rights of our citizens^ He wants, to veto the citizens* con- 
stitutional freedom to travel. The highest court has declared 
that "the right to travel is a part of the liberty of which the 
citizen can not be deprived" and further that "freedom of move- 
ment across frontiers in either direction and inside frontiers 
as well was a part of our heritage • That travel abroad may be 
as close to the heart of an individual as his choice of what he 
eats or wears or reads • Freedom to travel is indeed an, important 
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aspect of the citizen's liberty* Revealed here with the con- 
stitutional right of the citizen, a right which we roust assume 
Congress will faithfully respects" 

Actually^ EASTLAND, who has charged that the 
Supreme Court is "Indoctrinated and brainwashed by left-wing 
pressure groups" has no more respect for this' juglgBment of the 
Court than he has for suf farage rights or any jcon^-fltutional 
rights of the Negro citizens of his native Mississippi* The 
truth is that he holds his seat in the Senate as a consequence 
of the non-enforcement of the li|.th Amendment and the forceful 
robbery of the Negro people- of their right to vote in this state 
where they number a millixsn- .souls and almost half of the total 
population* Who is. this /EASTLAND? 

On April the 2nd, 1957 a"b Hunter College auditor- 
ium in wye EASTLAND addressed a meeting of 300 devotees to white 
supremacy which was sponsored by Alliance Inc., an avowed anti- , 
Negro, anti-sematic and neo-fascist organizing center which has 
headquarters at 200 E 66th St. and whose president is Archibald 
D. Roosevelt. EASTLAND addressed White Citizens Council rally 
in Jackson, Miss., on December 5th, 1955 • There he called upon 
the Southern States and Klan Councils to send their sons in a 
massive campaign to defy the Supreme Court's ruling upholding 
the constitutional rights of Negroes to equal and unsegregrated 
schooling, transportation arid- voting rights. He proposed there 
the nullification of the ll^th Amendment asserting that "the 
lij^th Amendment was f raudently procured and is illegal" . EAST- 
LAND is a political bolus from the lower bowel of Mississippi, 
a stench in the nostrils of the nation. EASTLAND is a pre- 
civilization misanthrope and lodged in the highest legislative 

chamber, EASTLAND, an uncivilized political aborigine are the 

hinterlands. JAMES 0. EASTLAND, who is to my people, the l8 
million Negro Americans, what Hitler's JOSEPH GOEBELS was to 
the Jews, EASTLAND, the king of the white stipremists and loud- 
mouths, the ideological insp.lr.a3£t- of and accessory to the henious 
crimes against the human and civil rights of my people inclusive 
of inspiration to the murder on May 17, 1955 of Rev* GEORGE Cpb) 
W. LEE pf Valdonia, Miss, 

EASTLAND, the most dispised of Americans, hated 
continuer^' of the slavist cause, political son of Bilbo, a JEPF 
DAVIS, and a CALHOUN. EASTLAND is the- antithesis of democracy 
and patriotic regard for our fundamental!, law and charter of 
liberty, the Constitution with its Bill of Rights and lij.th 
Amendment. 

JAMES 0. EASTLAlD is chairman of this and the 
Judiciary Committee constitutes a mockery of the democratic pro- 
fe^siioris. of our government an affront to the justice and. freedom 
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sensibilities of the American people. The Senators, if truly 
responsive to the will of the people of the country, .would vote 
against seating him in the new Congress as was once done in 
regard to Bilbo. They would direct that an investigation of his 
oonspirato3?ial activities against law and order in the South and 
his role in depriving Negro citizens of their constitutional 
rights in violation of his oath of office, 

I will answer none of your questions relative to 
ray right to travel or in any way assist this conspiratorial 
inquisition into the private affairs of citizens and subversive 
attack upon the constitutional and democratic rulings of the 
Supreiae Court. Therefore I invoke the full privileges and rights 
which are mine and all Americans as granted under the 1st, ^th, 
yes and the ll|.th amendments. 

Miscellaneous 

Regarding the HUNTER PITTS O'DELL case JACKSON 
said that O'DELL was now working for him out of New Y.oi'k but 
actually was working in the South. O'DELL can not go back to 
Birmingham or Montgomery, Ala., since, the Chief of Police "Bull" 
CONNOR has put Birmingham out of bounds for him. . 

JACKSON stated that O'DELL went to Birmingham and 
stood trial but case was dismissed. 

MARCUS GOLMAN asked for the name of the young 
Negro who was organizing for the CP in the South. JACKSON 
stated that was .ANGELO HERNDON (ph) who got mixed up in a real 
estate deal in ^'hicago and was sent to jail. 

JACKSON stated that HERBERT APTHEKER was teaching- 
2 or"3 classes, head of the Jefferson School, lecturing, sole 
editor of "Political AffairaH and was keeping up his study of 
history. He is preparing a -^ volume history of the United 
Sijates §nd Interna tipnal Publishers will publish the first two 
volumes next week* 

JACKSON stated that while he "was away" he was 
staying in a place and two negroes who lived two, doors away 
were arrested for robbing a bank. There was a big crowd only 
two doors away from where he was staying. 

In response to a direct question JACKSON stated 
he had a passport but no immediate plans to tijavel. He would 
like to go to Russia. MARCUS asked "on assignment?" JACKSON 
said "yes". 
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JACKSON said ROB HALL was editing the Warrensburg 
"News" and he has not been in contact with him. MARCTJS GOLD- 
lyiAN told about a book GEORGE WHEELER sent him on American 
Politics in Germany* MARCUS is trying to get the book reviewed 
in the U.S. He sent it to OTTO NATHAN for his opinion o MARCUS 
feels WHEELER is not happy about being cut off from his native 
country and his family hasn't learned Czech very well. JACKSON 
said WHEELER does not have the money to publish the book for what 
would be a very limited audience* 

MARCUS asked if they make money on most of their 
books or are they just financed by the Party? Creferring to 
GEORGE SHAW WHEELER). JACKSON said they strive to, they don't 
make money but they maintain the operation that way. MARCU§.r... 
mentioned that the book referred to was published in East Ger- 
many and he would like to see something by VfflEELER published 
in the U.S. 

On 5/31/58 WP 1062-S^c- advised that MARCUS and 
ELIZABETH GOLDMAN consider themselves communists but do not 
use the word communist even in discussions among themselves or 
their associates^ preferring to use the words, "left, progressive^, 
we, or us", in place of communist. 

On 9/2i|./58, WP 1062-S--- advised that during a recent 
discussion ELIZABETH GOLDMAN said that in 20 years the Soviet 
Union will sweep the world, and "we^ll take it over completely."
